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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues claims 12 and 27 do not require 
the combination of steps of placing the IMD in a recesss and in the pocket. Examiner disagrees because claim 12 depends from claim 1 
which requires positioning at least a portion the IMD in the pocket, and claim 12 adds the step of placing the IMD in the recess. 
Furthermore, Applicant previously argued that language such as "placing the IMD in a recess" supported the "entire" device is placed (see 
Remarks filed 9/7/07 page 8, final paragraph). Similarly, claims 26 and 27 recite the same limitations noted above. Regarding the 
particular steps of creating the incision, flap, and pocket (current Remarks, page 5), Examiner maintains that the steps of raising the flap 
and creating a pocket as claimed is disclosed in the art of record. A single motion of raising the flap created by an S-incision inherently lifts 
the flap before the "pocket" is created behind the ends of the S-incision. This was clearly described in the final office mailed 3/31/09 at 
page 4. The claim does not preclude two steps being achieved in a single step. 
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
